On May 13, 1981, we also met with a forn'.er Army associate of Zokosky's, Mr.

Center, Wharton, N.J., a Division of General Defense Corp. This Flinchbaugh 
facility manufactures warheads and related items under Army contracts for 
the 105/120/155 rm. projectiles. Guadagno advised that since he retired as 
a Colonel from the Picktinny Arsenal in 1978 and was placed in charge of the 
Flinchbaugh effort at Whartcr., he has increased the business from an annual 
volume of under $300,000 to more than $3 million in 1980, with an anticipatec 
volume of $6 million in 1981, at an expected profit margin of 10%. 

jccagno said that Flinenoaugn would be most interested in forming some ki_nc 
of joint venture relationsr.ip v/ith Cabazon-WSI regarding the production ct 
warheads , etc ; and that he would be personnaly interested *in working for 
the Cabazon-WSI Joint Venture in developing such a production capability.
